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REPORT OF ADJUTANT-GENERAL. 
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Jackson, Miss., Dec. 81, 1889. 


To His Excelleney Robert Lowry, Governor and Commander-in- 

Chief, Jackson, Miss.: 

Governor—I have the honor herewith to submit my 
biennial report as Adjutant-General of the State of Missis- 
sippi, tor the years 1888 and 1889, together with a list of the 
several military organizations which compose the Missre- 
SIPPI NATIONAL GUARD, and a roster of the officers of the 
general, staff and line of the same. 

Since my last report to you of December 81, 1887, very 
many changes have taken place among these organizations. 
Brigade, regimental and battalion formations have been had, 
and the proper officers have been elected and duly eommis- 
sioned to fill the various positions so created. Several 


companies which. existed then have been disbanded, for . 


causes which will ever arise in any volunteer organization 
from to time—some few from laek of interest, some-from 
lack of money to keep them up, and a. large number on 
account of the fact that merchants, and business men gener- 
ally, do not allow ‘their employes sufficient time to perfect 
themselves.in the manual of arms; in some instances declar- 
ing they would not employ any young man who belonged to 
any military organization. A great many business men 


think if.their young men do belong to these. commands, that 


they (the merchants) will be expected to contribute every 
year toward the maintainence ‘of the organizations. All of 
these causes, damaging as they may be, have not, I believe, 
dampened the ardor of our young men, and só the result 
has been that when one company has to, be mustered out, 
there is always trom one to two new companies formed and 
ready to take the place thus made vacant. : 

The total number of officers, and .men composing the 
Mississrppr NATIONAL Guarp of the State to-day numbers 
(1,700) seventeen bundred, consisting of infantry, artillery 
and cavalry, organized, uniformed and active, forming: in 
the whole (8) three regiments and (2) two battalions, and 
these commands hold themselves ever ready to obey the 
orders of the Governor at any hour, day or night. 
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THE MILITARY LAW 


passed at the last session of the Legislature, on March 31, 
1888, is very defective in many respects, and a committee 
has been appointed to revise and reconstruct the same, for 
the purpose of presenting it to the incoming Legislature of 
1890, asking its passage, which I trust will be granted with- 
out hesitancy by its honorable members, as no organization, 
whether civil or military, can be successful withoutrules and 
regulations to govern it. 


THB STATE ARMORY, OR, ARSENAL, 


was blown down two years ago, and all the supplies them 
on hand were moved by me to the Capitol, and stored away 


under the stairway leading to the-Senate chamber, where ` 


they now remain, in quite an -unsafe condition, as they are 
not under lock and key. The arsenal building was a very 
poor substitute for the purposes for which it was used and is- 
therefore of but little loss. The State’s property should be 


taken eare of, and I would suggest that a strong and sunita- ' 


ble building, of either brick-or iron, be built as an armory. 
The State has the ground, and I am satisfied that an iron 


building could be erected at an expense, of say, ($1,000.00) . 
one thousand dollars, and which would answer all the pur-

poses of the kind named. 
OFFICE EXPENSES. 


The State has not furnished this office with one cent for, 


expenses since my incumbency four years ago; at which 
time the Adjutant-General’s salary was reduced from 


($500.00), five hundred dollars to ($50.00) fifty dollars per , 


year. The whole of this amount has been used in purchas- 
ing stamps, stationery, paying freight, telegrams, hauling, 
etc., and has not been sufficient by any means, and but for 
the efforts of some of the members of the: National Guard, 
I should have been compelled to. cease all further efforts to 
keep up the organization. If the battalion and regimental 
formation, which is now complete, is to be continued, it will 
be necessary to have some means atthe disposal of this 
office. I do not doubt when members of the Legislature are 
aware of its necessities, but that they will readily provide 
for the same. | 
` STATE ARMS. 


There are a large number of guns, the exclusive property 
of the State, scattered about over the country, issued from 
this office in former years, and for which there are no 
receipts or bonds existing, so far as Iam able to learn. 
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have had some of this property reported to me from various 

places, but I was powerless to order it in, from the lack of 
means to pay freights and hauling. , A great many of these 

guns are obsolete, but some of them could be made service- 

able by sending them to new troops to drill with until new. 
arms could be furnished to them from the general govern- 

ment. Means should be provided to gather in this property, 

as it certainly could be sold for something if not used as 

above. RAN wee ` "LE 


ROSTER OF CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS. 


I have noticed that a great deal ofattention has been paid 
by a number ‘of our Southern States to. the very necessary 
work of compiling the records of their Confederate soldiers. 
This, in my mind, is very essential. The records of the deeds 
of valor performed by our veterans in the war between the 
States, are rapidly decaying, and they themselves are fast 
answering. the last roll call. We have no time to loge— 
the récords should be gotten together, and all the data that 
could be found, should be published in book form and placed 
among the archives of the State for preservation. I would 
recommend that this matter be discussed and the proper 


. steps taken to accomplish this much needed work. 


FORT HENRY AND ENCAMPMENT GROUNDS NEAR PASS OHRISTIAN, 
MISS. | 


The encampment grounds are delightfully situated on the 
Gulf of Mexico, with a frontage on the beach of (1200) 
iwelve hundred feet, and running back (2000) two thousand 
feet to -and across the Louisville & Nashville Railroad. 
They lie about half way between New Orleans and Mobile, 
and contain about (100) one hundred acres of land, and were 
donated by the citizens of Pass Christian to the State of 
Mississippi, for the purpose of holding there the annual 
encampment of our military as required by the act of Con- 
HM ERES referred to, making certain donations to the 

iate. T Hamm 

By an act of Congress, approved May 19th, 1882, the 
United States appropriated to the "several States bordering 
on the sea or gulf coast, and having & permanent camp 
ground for the encampment of the militia, not less than six ` 
days annually, two heavy guns and four mortars for. their 
instruction and practice. * .*  * and the sum of 
$5000 was appropriated to supply each State that may so : 
apply." The amount so appropriated to Mississippi was 
expended by the general gouernment, under the supervi- 
sion of a United States Army officer, detailed for that pur- 
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pose, in throwing up breast-works and erecting the battery 
on the encampment grounds, which was named “Fort Henry.” 

The battery consists of two ten-inch Rodman’s and four 
ten-inch mortars, with underground magazine between and 
complete outfit of ammunition, ete. The grounds have been 
cleared and fitted up at a cost of about fifteen hundred 
dollars, contributed alone by members of the Mississippi 
National Guard. It is expected that a majority of the com- 
panies in the State will each year go into encampment, there- 
by discharging a pleasant duty, and securing rest and recrea- 
tion on the Gulf Coast at a time of the year when most 
needed and appreciated. 

To make the National Guard efficient, nothing is more 
useful or conduces more to that end than drill practice and 
camp life. l 


NEEDS, ON THE ORGANIZATION. . 


The Mississippi National Guard ask recognition at the 
hands of the incoming Legislature. They have been organ- 
ized now for the past four (4) years, and have paid all the 
expenses incident to keeping up the organization; they hold 
themselves ever ready to obey any order of the Governor. 
They have done this heretofore, and not infrequently borne 
their own expenses when carrying out his orders. Hminent 
writers say they make the best and cheapest police force in 
the world. 

When, therefore, the ‘officers and men are engaged in the 
actual performance of military work, with the purpose of 
perfecting themselves in the duties necessary for “ the com- 
mon defense," does not every principle of justice demand 
` that the State see to it that these men do not suffer pecuni- 

arily by their patriotism? The young men who compose the 
National Guard are employed, nearly all of them, in offices 
or other establishments which cannot interrupt business for 
the sake of affording their employes a military training. The 
volunteer soldier has, in many cases, to hire a substitute to 
fill his place at the office; in addition to this, he has had 
heretofore to pay his own transportation and subsistence and 
expenses during the training. 

Tt would be barest justice for the State to set aside ($10,008) 
ten thousand dollars each for the years 1890 and ’91, and 
ask that this justice be done them by the incoming Legis- 
lature. , | 

THE ENCAMPMENT AT CAMP LOWRY, 


near Natchez, Miss. in June, '89, was attended by (17) 
seventeen companies of the Mississippi National Guard, and

was the most successful encampment ever undertaken in 
Mississippi since-the war. ' : 2 

Lieut. R. K. Evans of the United States Army was de- 
tailed by the General Government for the purpose of instruct- 
ing the troops in camp duties, ete., and -well performed his 
orders. Lieut. Evans was highly pleased with the efficiency 
of our troops and complimented them frequently upon their 
soldierly bearing and general deportment. ar rots 

This. encampment was held without a dollar’s expense to 
the State, each individual member bearing -his own expenses for 
transportation, food, etc. | 9 

Eneampments are productive of very great good to the 
National Guard, bringing together as it does, men from dif- 
ferent portions of the State; & spirit of friendly rivalry is 
engendered which materially assists.in keeping up the interest 
of the members. Without them I do not believe we could 
accomplish any very.great results. The schooling and mili- 
tary discipline cannot be estimated. They.strengthen the 
physique, elevate the morals and oncourage our young men 
to still greater efforts. The National Guard ask that the 
Legislature will assist them in holding these encampments in 
the future, by placing a sufficient amount in the hands of 
the Governor for this purpose. 

mE CONCLUSION. 

During. my: four years incumbency in the office of Adju- 
tant-General of Mississippi, I would state that I have had 
the hearty co-operation of the gentlemanly officers and men 
of the National Guard, which has very materially assisted 
me in the performance of the many duties which have de- 
volved upon me, and for which I am deeply grateful.

In obedience to-which orders, with the commands as stated, 
and in company with General William Henry, Adjutant- 
General of Mississippi, and Deputy Sheriff J. L. Sullivan, of 
lieflore county, we left Greenwood at eleven o'clock at night, 
on the lst of September, for Minter City, on the steamer 
“John F. Allen,” Captain Robert Luckett, arriving at point 
of destination at (8) eight o’clock a. m., on the morning of 
the 2nd of September, and immediately reported to the 
‘Sheriff of Leflore county “for duty and subject to his or- 
ders," as directed in Special Order No. 2. The letter writ- 
ten by you to the Sheriff was delivered to him by General 


Henry and was read in my presence, a copy of which is 
hereto appended: 


Ps GREENWOOD, Miss., September 1, 1889. 
Sheriff L. T. Baskett, Minter City, Mississippi : 

Drar Srs :—In response to your call for aid, I am here 
with three companies of the Mississippi National Guard, 
wider command of Col. Geo. S. Green, who has orders to 
report to you for duty. From what I can learn of the situa- 
tion, there are numbers of men from this and adjoining 
counties, who have, and intend to take the law into their own 
hands. It is your duty as Sheriff of Leflore county, to 
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$ 
arrest every man who is or is found in open violation of the 
law. I require at your hands & rigid enforcement of the.

The sheriff ordered me to bring my men ashore and stack 
arms, there to await further developments. “Aside from 
making ‘about (40) forty arrests of negroes who came to 
Minter City to ‘prevent the carrying of news, nothing fur- 
ther was done, and the sheriff relieved me by indorsing on 
my orders: “ Having accomplished all the military can do 
- for us I respectfully relieve them, and instruct that they re- 
port to headquarters to the Governor at Jackson, Miss. This 
the 2d day of EE 1889, at two (2) o "clock P. M.

Which eae was obeyed without further delay than was 
necessary, the troops reaching their respective homes on 
Tuesday the 3d day of September, 1889. 

During the time we were at Minter City, there seemed to 
be no greater excitement, except that which would be'occa- 
` sioned by armed bodies of white men who were assembling 
to defend themselves in case the emergency should arise. 

We understood the negroes had been organized under two 
negroes named respectively, George Allen and Dolph Hor- 
ton, to the number of 275 to 875, and armed with Winches- 
ter repeating rifles, but these had dispersed it seems before 
we reached there ; “the negro George Allen was reported as 
having killed another negro.on the night of the 1st inst., 
because he would not go with them and would not render 
them assistauce. It was further reported that four or five 
negro *ring-leaders," had been killed, but I cannot vouch. 
for this as we saw no dead bodies. I saw no armed band of 
negroes during the irip.

REPORT op THE SHERIFF L. B. BASKETT, TOUCHING THE RACE - 
TROUBLES IN LEFLORE COUNTY. 
To His Excellency. Robert Lowry, Governor of Mississippi : 
Dear Srr—-The undersigned sheriff of Leflore county re- 
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ports as to the condition of affairs in said county that in- 
duced him to dispatch you for military aid in suppressing 
an outbreak of certain, colored citizens of said county. At 
ten (10) o'clock at night, on the 31st day of August last, a 
messenger from the northern part of this county, about (25) 
twenty-five miles from here, dame to my house and repre- 
sented that the negroes in that section were in arms to the 
number of about 500, and that they had defied civil authori- 
ties and threatened to burn and slay as they advanced to the 
county seat, and nothing but a fight would satisfy; that 
they had 2,000 alliance men (colored) who would stand by 
them, ete. Some three or four days prior to this, a large 
number of negroes had ridden into Shellmound, a village of 
this county, and made some violent threats, ete., and caused 
eat uneasiness, but through the exertions of peaceable 
citizens of both colors, the differences at that time were 
thought to be adjusted. This fact led me the more readily to 
believe the message brought me on the night of the 21st, 
and knowing the great inferiority in numbers of the white 
population, I sent you the message or telegram, which 
brought the National Guard of the State to our eounty. 

On the morning of the Ist of September, I repaired to 
Minter City. the scene of thé alleged disturbance, and 
found that the negroes had riotously assembled and refused 
at first to listen to peaceable counsel. But a few hours before 
I reached the place, they had dispersed, and a ranner was 
hastened. 10 Greenwood to notify you of the condition of 
affairs, but hardly had this messenger left, when a large 
number of negroes again collected, and threatened to kill'all 
the whito men, etc. * * 5 LIRE PE. PL 

- and this gang killed one of their own race for refusing to 
aid them, and go with them, and sent runners in various 
directions to arouse friends of their color. 

In obedience to the message thus sent, I have since learned 
that they burned the store-house of one Jamison, on the 
border of this and Tallahatchie county, but before proceed- 
ing further, I heard of the arrival of the troops at Green- 
wood, and the band collected together at Minter City dis- 
persed, but this was not ascertained by me'until the arrival 
o MS steamer “John F. Allen," having the troops on 

,board. 

I sent armed citizens, who had collected, to reconnoiter 
and report what might be necessary, and they returned with 
the report that the negroes had broken up into small.squads 
and had taken to the cane-brakes ; some of them were over- 
taken, and resisting arrest, were killed. 

When the report reached me that the negroes had taken 


to the cane-brakes, the troops were dismissed and ordered 
by me to report to you. | 
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I am satisfied that but for the arrival of the troops at ` 
Greenwood, and their embarkation to the scene of the 
trouble, a bloody conflict between the races wonld have 
taken place, and while the cali for the troops may have been 
hasty, and by some thought to be unwarranted, my judgment 
now is, that their arrival was highly opportune, and in the 
name of the citizens of this county, as well as for myself, 
I return thanks to you and the troops sent, for their willing- 
ness to aid me in the enforcement of the law.
